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WEEKLY LETTER 

PRUNING AND STAKING 
TOMATOES 

During the past 15 years tom¬ 
atoes, pruned and unpruned, 
have been grown side by side 
at the Lethbridge Experimental 
Station, and it has been shown 
that the pruned plants produced 
much earlier and a greater qu¬ 
antity ol ripe fruit than tiic un¬ 
pruned plants. In seasons char¬ 
acterized by periods ol prolonged 
high summer temper-lures, l> 
yield ol ripe fi ait is much great 
er than in cool seasons, but re¬ 
gardless of the season a ceilain 
amount of ripe fruit is always 
harvested from pruned plants. 

Despite the fact that pruning 
induces earlier fruit maturity 
in tomatoes, the inherited earl 
iness factor is not disregarded 
in the different varieties at thi. 
station. New and promising 
varieties are being tested con¬ 
tinually and preference is given 
to those most outstanding in 
earliness. It is interesting to 
note, however, that the very 
earliest sorts do not lend them¬ 
selves to pruning and staking. 
These are generally refened to 
as the self-pruning kinds; the 
Bison and t he Farthest North 
are striking examples. 

At this Station pruning and 
training the tomato plant for 
early fruiting often begins in 
the forcing house before it is 
transplanted to the field. The 
seedling is repotted twice, from 
a two to four and finally six- 
inch pot before it is transferred 
to the field. This promotes rapid 
root growth and top develop¬ 
ment which in turn causes the 
side shoots to grow early. The 
side shoots are cut out as soon 
they form and only the top 
shoot is permitetd to continue. 

It is surprising to note ho., 
few home gardeners fully under 
stand the proper method of 
staking /and pruning tomato 
plants. At this Station three 
strands of No. !) baling wire are 
strung along the tomato rows 
soon after they have been set in 
the field. A st«k. may I e used 
for each plant but it is import¬ 
ant that it be put in place be¬ 
fore the plant is set. Binder 
twine is used to tie the plants 
but care is taken to keep the 
loop around the stem loose to 
present girdling. As tha plants 
grow, the small side shoots up¬ 
per in the axis of the leaves 
and it is these 1 1 oots and in l 
the leaves of the plant thi 1 are 
removed. Quite frequently tin 
home gardener removes ;he 
leaves in the pruning prec/ - s. 
It is important 'hat th ■ leaves 
be left on since they plnv an ts 
sential part in the production < f 
fruit and also > rovide protect¬ 
ion against the blistering sun.
